Way back in 1886, when Soccer became an organised sport played every pay weekend, the naming 
of the team was one of the most important aspects of the game. : 
Each town club looked for an attractive adjective to brighten up its supporters. Scots had a big 
2 say in calling teams such as Minmi Rangers, West Wallsend Bluebells, Carrington Blackwatch, Gre- 
ta Bluebells, while English folk called others Wallsend Rovers, Hamilton Athletic, Burwood Unit- 
ed, Dudley Athletic. 
1 It was an Englishman, a keen gardener who lived in Glebe Road, who sent along a bunch of red 
rosebuds to the club's first social with the request that the team be called Adamstown 'Rosebuds’ 
— and so it was — according to that grand old man the late 'Dinny’ Hamilton. 
Right from the start, Adamstown has been a dominant power in Northern Soccer. Early in the 
turn of the century, it was the enthusiasm of a small group at Adamstown that kept the flame burn- 
ing in a time when it looked as if the game would die out when an industrial depression sent hundreds 
of miners from Minmi and West Wallsend to other parts in search of work. 
In its long history the club has won more than its share of honours. But more than that, the Adam- 
stown club has never really been parochial in its football outlook; it has never been prepared to 
sacrifice the game for the club but it has aimed at the best for itself. Its developing of local juniors l 
down the years is an accomplished fact and may this policy continue. 
Adamstown has produced a big army of representative players for both the State and for Australia. 
But its best fighting spirit has been seen in vital cup ties, as shown in the records of the Gardiner 
Cup, State Cup, Robinson Cup, Daniels Cup and Kerr Cup. 
In the halcyon days of club football just after World War 1, one can still recall the frantic call of 
"Town, Town, Town’ when a goal was needed in a thrilling cup game. That barracking too general- ! 
ly produced a goal. ; 
For your contribution to Soccer, ‘thankyou’ Adamstown. But don’t live in the past — up and recapture 
all your old glory. | 
The above words of the late Sid Grant, can only be echoed by today’s generation of soccer en- 
thusiasts and all involved with this great club, — Adamstown Rosebud.
